foreman.

Their nearest course was over 
the 


Virgtlnia & Truckee bridge. The track 
also crosses the Sullivan-Kelly ditch. 
When they neared this point they saw 
two men standing on the ditch bridge 
holding a third man between them. A 
portion of his body was down between 
the ties hanging over the swiftly Row- 
ing water of the ditch. 


Mr. and Mrs. Lee turned back, as 


they thought a drunken man had part- 
ly fallen through the bridge and two 
of Ms companions were extricating him 
from his position. 


A few minutes afterwards

Mrs. Lee. saw what they believed to 
be two of. these men nurryirig away 
from the place. 
They gave the epi- 


sode little 'more thought until the news 
of the finding of the murdered man in 
the ditch recalled what they had seen. 
Mr. Lee went to the office of the chief 
of police and told his story. 


Chief, Leeper .was immediately '4m-.' 


pressed with the tenableness - of the' 
theory and went with him to 
the 


bridge. 
He found that there is plenty 


of room between the ties to drop a 
heavy man .through. . 


The water in this ditch flows very 


swiftly and there is no reason why a 
corpse would not'be. swirled along for 
si long distance before it met with an 
obstruction.

The date set by Mr. Lee is about 


what could be expected from the' de- 
composed condition of the body of the 
murdered man. 


The theory that is tlfus advanced is 


certainly a very plausible one. It thus 
fixes the date of the murder arid ap- 
proxirhately the spot. The police have 
thus a couple of good clews to work, 
on and already they nave examined 
several suspicious characters, two in 
particular who took possession of 
a. 


cabin in the vicinity of 
the bridge 


about the time of the murder. 


Jack Roberts has not yet been lo- 


cated and, while many believe that he 
is the person who was murdered,, there 
are others who are certain that Rob- 
erts is In San Francisco.
